We  have  certainly  made  mistakes,  but  we  have  also  made 
progress.  In  the  course  of  time,  someone  may  introduce  the  ideal  program.  We  trust 
that  our  small  work  will  have  made  the  solution  easier  to  find. 

For  all  the  assistence  and  encouragement  given  to  the  Cabinet  throughout  this 
past  year,  I  offer  the  sincerest  appreciation.  Without  student  interest,  the  S.G.A. 
becomes  a  meaningless  term.  Especially  to  Dean  Moore,  Dean  Leidig  and  Dr.  Paus- 
tain  goes  our  grateful  thanks.  The  student  body  has  in  them  sincere  and  constant 
friends. 

By  this  means  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Cabinet  express  their  gratitude  for 
having  been  given  the  opportunity  to  promote  in  o  small  way  the  progress  of  Athens 
College.
